By  chance  "GORrt[i]  came  into  posBeaaion  of  a  raport  by  the  BANK[ii]  dating 
from  the  end  of  Septomber  ar  tha  beginning  of  October  and  compiled  from  secret 
inacming  and  outgoing  telegrams.     The  following  points  merit  attention: 

1,  ?HKOLUCZYK[MlKOLAJChIKHiii]  told  SCIWfilTELDlShENFBL'DHivJ  that 
EDEN  [HEN]  had  proposed  to  him  that  he  should  again  Tisit  MOSCOW 

[25  groups  unrecoverable] 

in  order  that  it [a]  ahould  open  negotiations   concerning  the  proposals  made  by 
the  Poles  and  if  MOSCOW  empowered  its  ambassador  in  LONDON  to  discuss  this 
question  with  the  Poles  and  agreement  were  achieved  in  principle   [2  groups 
unreoovered]  M.[v]  might  oonaider  a  journey  to  MOSCOW  to  be  a  feasible 

proposition. 

2,  The  British  demand  that  the  aimiatioe  with  BULGARIA  should  bs  signed, 
not  only  by  a  Soviet  representative,  but  also  by  a  representative  of the 

Oiled  Mediterranean  Command.     The  British  would  evidently  overlook  this  point, 
if  they  could  count  on  aohieving  greater  equality  of  rights  in th'^Control 
Commission.     Soviet  control  of  BULGARIA  is  increasing  daily*     The  British 
suffered  considerable  losses   in  tha  defence  of  GREECE  and  played  an  extremely 
important  part  in  the  support  which  JUGOSLAVIA  originally  gave  to  the  a^"* 
cause  and  the  Americana  lost  an  exceedingly  large  number  of  men  during 


bombing  of  objectives   in  BULGARIA.     These  operations  delayed  the  German  k"**icm 
of  the  USSR  and,  therefore,  the  Anglo-.jaerioan  members  of  the  European  ^dvlaory 
Counoil[b]  that  this  ehould  be  recognised  and  that  greater  equality  of  rights 
should  be  granted*
